Ii*rankfort, Ky.. March 16. — Ken- 
tucky women will vote in the selection 
of the next President of the United 
States. 

By the overwhelming vote of 30 to 3 
the Kentucky Seuate MonaSy after- 
noon passed the Brock-Lazarus Bill 
extending full suffrage to women on 
the same equality which the nation's 
chief executive Is chosen. The House 
lias already passed the bill, and Gov- 
ernor Morrow will afllx the executive 
signature that rounds out its enact- 
ment into law. 

It took just four minutes, Including 
the roll call, to pass the bill through 
the Senate. No debate was engaged 
in and not a voice was raised against 
tho bill save for the three laconic 
"Nos" that stood out among the "ayes" 
when the count wes taken. Senator 
llrock, author of the bill was the one 
speaker on the bill. 

"The Legislature has the right to 
urant 'equal suffrage, so far as presi- 
dential elections are concerned," he 
H^Uld. "and we should exercise that 
right. 

"It now seems certain that this vote 
will be granted by the Federal amend- 
ment. Ratification by two more states 
will end the suspense. But Kentucky 
should not wait for the action or those 
other states. I think we ought to pass 
Ibis bill."

Frnnkfort. March 16. — Denial that 
the new and old German governments 
have opened compromise negotiations 
was received from both factions by the 
Traiikfort Zeltung today. 

A despBtch from Stuttgart said It 
was slated officially that reports of ne- 
gotiations for a compromise with the 
Kapp government were "fakes." 

Simultaneously the newspaper re- 
ceived a despatch from Berlin saying 
It was announced authoritatively that 
any statements regarding n compro- 
mise between Kapp aud Bauer were 
"pure inventions." 

Paris, March 16. — The Workers' 
Federation In Stuttgart has 'demanded 
a soviet dictatorship and will submit 
the plan to a vote of workers today, a 
Berlin despatch asserts. 

Serious disorders have occurred In 
large cities throughout Saxony, the 
despatch says. Fighting was reported 
In Dresden. 

The situation In Germany still was 
obscure today. 

A Berlin despatch saying a compro- 
mise agreement had been reached be- 
tween President Frledrlch Ebert and 
revolutionists In control of the capital 
was contradicted by a Zurich despatch, 
which asserted Ebert had repudiated 
the Berlin negotiations.

Ohio River Rising; at Rate of Nearly 
One Foot an Hour Hero this 
Afternoon. 

Although the Ohio River has been 
rlBlng at a very rapid rate here today 
and the torrents .of rain, which are 
said to extend as far up-stream as 
Wheeling are very discouraging, Dis- 
trict Weather Forecaster Devereaux 
at Cincinnati this morning said that 
there would be no danger of a serious 
flood at this time In the Ohio Valley 
and that the river would reach tts 
crest In this district by Wednesday.

Mr. Devereaux says that the weather 
will be near the freezing point thlB 
evening and this la expected to check 
the present rain and stop the danger 
of a big river.

TALKS OH GAS MATTERS 

Wants Railroad Commission To Con- 
trol Rates on Gas, Governor 
Morrtrw Says, 

Frankfort, Ky., March 16.— The state 
administration and a powerful lobby 
are expected to come to grips in the 
Senate over the House bill extending 
tho Jurldlctton of the State Railroad 
Commission over rails and service to 
include telegraph, telephone, steam- 
boat and natural gas llnea. 

Governor Morrow Is insisting that 
the bill pass. He said there are many 
counties In Kentucky that have no 
telegraph service, "where service Is 
withheld on mere whims. This Is so 
both In Eastern and Western Ken- 
tucky. 

"Over In Eastern Kentucky," he said, 
"natural gas companies pipe the gas 
out of Kentucky Into West Virginia, 
where the state fixes the rate, and 
they charge 25 cents for the gas. From 
the same wells the companies charge 
Catlettsburg 36 cents. Franchises have 
expired In some of the cities. They are 
at the mercy of the companies, which 
threaten to rut off the gas supply If 
the city attempts to regulate them. 
- "This bill would put the authority In 
the hands of the Railroad Commission, 
subject to the right of the municipali- 
ties to contract with the companies, by 
francvlii- . In which c.°nt the com- 
mission's authority ceases as to that 
particular municipality. 

"It isn't right, the Governor htlnks, 
"for Kentucky gas to be sold cheaper 
under state regulations at Hunting- 
ton. West Virginia, than It is at Cat- 
lettsburg, Ky., four miles from Hunt- 
ington."
